AN INVESTIGATION 
launched after a 10-year-old 
boy was attacked by a police 
dog in his grandmother’s 
garden has concluded that 
there are no misconduct or 
training issues. 

Rowley Regis boy Tom 
Cutbill, now 11, suffered se¬ 
rious leg wounds above and 
below the knee. The young¬ 
ster had to undergo two skin 
graft operations and needed 
20 stitches. Police had been 
called to Western Road to 
carry out a search following 
a report of a metal theft at 
Langley Green train station. 

The German Shep¬ 
herd-Belgian Malinois cross, 
named Shadow, was being 
used to search for the sus¬ 
pects in nearby New Henry 
Street a year ago. Tom had 
been playing in the back 
garden on his bike when at¬ 
tacked. The dog was was on 
a leash and had a handler. 

West Midlands Police 
launched an investigation 
and this week the force said 
its inquiry revealed both the 
dog and the handler had ad¬ 
hered to national guidelines. 

No compensation has 
been paid out yet but the 
force has admitted liability. 

The police investigation 
concluded that the young¬ 
ster had suffered a single 
bite wound in what it de¬ 
scribed as a ‘tragic incident’. 

Both officer and dog were 
allowed to stay on duty.

a significant contribution to 
reducing the carbon foot¬ 
print.” 

Workshops 

He added the new space 
would help them to cre¬ 
ate focused workshops and 
teaching areas, some of 
which would be sponsored 
by leading employers Sam¬ 
sung, Baxi and Thorlux. 

The new centre will be en¬ 
vironmentally friendly and 
will create heat and power 
through solar technology 
and be one of the first cam¬ 
puses to house its own hy¬ 
drogen fuel cell for teaching 
purposes. 

It will support a wide 
range of industries includ¬ 
ing telecoms, engineering, 
robotics, medical engineer¬ 
ing, vocational science as 
well as health and social 
care. 

New courses will also 


teach students skills in 
emerging green industries 
with work on biomass boil¬ 
ers, ground source heat 
pumps, solar PV and ther¬ 
mal power among those on 
offer. 

Construction company, 
Speller Metcalfe, has been 
appointed as contractor and 
will provide masterclass 
sessions for a range of stu¬ 
dents studying construction 
trades and built environ¬ 
ment courses 

The Worcester based com¬ 
pany plans to recruit five 
construction apprentices 
and provide work experience 
placements for students as 
well as sourcing up to 70 
per cent of its sub-contrac¬ 
tor workforce from the local 
community. 

Company joint manag¬ 
ing director, Steve Speller, 
added: “As a company with 
a clear focus on sustaina¬ 
bility we understand the 
importance of building for 
the future and it is fan¬ 
tastic that the college is 
really considering their en¬ 
vironmental impact for the 
longer term, which will also 
provide a sustainable legacy 
for the students who study 
here.”

STUDENTS stepped back 
in time to the 1940s to find 
out what life was like as an 
evacuee during the Second 
World War.

Children and staff dressed 
up in 1940s clothes before 
boarding the train to High- 
ley where they experienced 
an air raid with sirens and 
learned what life would 
have been like for families 
living on rations and grew 
their own food. They also 
acted out a gas attack on a 
train and were given masks 
to wear, while a German 
spy was escorted from the 
carriage.

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NHS helpline hits 500,000 landmark 


A TOTAL of 500,000 calls have 
been made to the NHS 111 phone 
line in the West Midlands since the 
region’s ambulance service took 
over the contract last year. 

Health chiefs have announced 
that they reached the landmark fig¬ 
ure exactly seven months to the day 
since they took over as the providers 
of NHS 111 in the region. 

West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 


vice, which is based in Brierley Hill, 
has been running 111 since Novem¬ 
ber 11, 2013, after previous provid¬ 
ers NHS Direct decided to step out 
of their contract. 

The 111 team is based at a control 
centre at the Waterfront with about 
170 health advisers. The number 
is used by those who need medical 
help fast but not in cases of a 999 
emergency. NHS 111 providers 


have a number of key targets they 
are measured against, including the 
number of calls answered within 
60 seconds and the number of calls 
that are abandoned by the caller. 

Across the 500,000 calls, WMAS 
has answered 96.8 per cent within 
60 seconds against a national target 
of 95 per cent, while 0.4 per cent 
have been abandoned, against a na¬ 
tional target of achieving less than 


five per cent. NHS 111 (West Mid¬ 
lands) director Daren Fradgley said: 
“A lot of people have put in a lot of 
hard work to help restore the pub¬ 
lic’s faith in the service, for which I 
am extremely grateful.” 

One of the busiest days the am¬ 
bulance service has seen since tak¬ 
ing over the service was on Good 
Friday when it received more than 
6,000 calls.

Irene, of St Stephens 
Road, West Bromwich, is 
a 55-year-old grandmoth- 
er-of-one who became a 
member of the Albion Ten¬ 
ants and Residents Associ¬ 
ation 14 years ago and was 
involved in forming a youth 
club on the Albion estate 
and launching an All Na¬ 
tions Steel Band for young¬ 
sters. 

She helped to secure 
funding for the steel pans 
and musical training and 
they played at community 
events. 

Ms Ellis was also involved 


in overseeing a £4 million 
housing refurbishment pro¬ 
gramme on the Albion es¬ 
tate and managed to secure 
a base where people could 
get advice on benefits, at¬ 
tend clubs and take part in 
youth club activities.

MASKED thugs who carried out a terrifying 
three-week crime spree which saw them 
pocket tens of thousands of pounds have 
been ordered to pay back just £1 each. 

Ross Underwood made £43,200 and Richard How¬ 
ell £31,200 during the crimewave, which included 
dragging a driver from her car and raiding a shop 


armed with a crowbar. 

But as neither has any as¬ 
sets to be able to pay back 
the cash, they have been or¬ 
dered to pay back a nominal 
fee of £1 to the public purse 
during a court hearing on 
Monday. The ruling has 
been labelled as ‘a joke’ by 
a 53-year-old widow whose 
late husband’s precious 
£10,000 watch was stolen 
during a raid on her Wood- 
setton home by one of the 
men. She said: “And they 
say that crime doesn’t pay.” 

Underwood, aged 28, of 
Damson Wharf in Tipton, is 
currently serving a sentence 
of seven years and three 
months after admitting con¬ 
spiracy to rob. Howell, 37, 
of Carder Crescent in Bil- 
ston, is behind bars for six 
years after admitting the 
same charge. But he, along 
with Richard Howell - who 
also took part in some raids 
but not the Woodsetton rob¬ 
bery - have been made to 
pay back a nominal £1 after 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard that they had 
no assets left. 

During their crime spree, 
the pair dragged a woman 
from her £22,000 Audi TT 
in front of her 13-year-old 
daughter at the Orbital Re¬ 
tail Park in Cannock. The 
passenger then got out leav¬ 
ing the key in the ignition 
and the two men drove off. 

Howell - who was only 
freed from jail three months 
earlier - and Underwood 
also stole £3,000 cigarettes 
and cash from the Co-op in 
Dudley Road West, Tividale. 
Again staff were threatened, 
with Howell and Underwood 
among three men wearing 
balaclava hoods. Six days

later a widow’s irreplaceable 
and sentimental items were 
stolen from her home, when 
Underwood and two others 
barged in. 

The grandmother was 
alone watching TV in bed 
when the masked men arm¬ 
ed with a crowbar pushed 
her down on the bed and 
fled with her beloved late 
husband’s precious £10,000 
watch. The victim, who has 
spent thousands of pounds 
on securing her home, said: 
“It’s a joke, it’s like they’ve 
got away with it.” 

Underwood and Howell 
were arrested in Gornal the 
next day after being linked 
to the stolen Audi, discov¬ 
ered in a lock-up garage in 
Rifle Street, Coseley. 


Jail for 
cocaine 
user who 
supplied 

A DRUG user who supplied 
cocaine to fund his own ad¬ 
diction has been jailed for 
27 months. 

Barry Pittaway, of Row- 
ley Regis, was arrested after 
22.5g of the drug was found 
by police during a raid at 
his previous address in 
Netherton on December 13 
last year. Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard officers 
had kicked down the door 
and found Pittaway holding 
a kitchen knife. 

The 23-year-old had 
dropped the blade after 
being told to do so by po¬ 
lice and had admitted there 
were drugs around the 
house. Judge Martin Walsh 
was told the cocaine had a 
street value of £3,880. 

Pittaway, of Bellview 
Road, pleaded guilty to one 
count of possessing a class-A 
drug with intent to supply 
at a previous hearing. 

Mrs Sati Ruck, prose¬ 
cuting, said Pittaway had 
admitted to supplying the 
drug but did not deal on 
the streets. And she said 
while there was a financial 
element to the crime it was 
to fund his own addiction to 
the drug. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, de¬ 
fending, said: “He has taken 
full responsibility for what 
he has done.He is not seek¬ 
ing to lay the blame else¬ 
where.”

Boy saves birds as coaches gutted in blaze

Quick thinking Cobain Durnall aged 12 


A BRAVE schoolboy armed with a garden 
hose leapt to the defence of his family’s 
collection of birds when flames from three 
burning coaches on a neighbouring busi¬ 
ness park leapt into his back garden. 

Cobain Durnall, aged 12, rushed out to 
spray the burning summer house and fence 
to stop the fire spreading to the birds in the 
garden aviary. 

Minutes later firefighters arrived at the 
scene in Bagnall Street, Tipton, and took 
over from the ACE Academy pupil before 
spending two hours tackling the flames. 

The fire broke out during a 24-hour strike 


by firefighters but crews from Dudley, Tip- 
ton and Brier ley Hill still attended. 

The blaze is believed to have been started 
by an electrical fault in one of the coaches 
parked at Robbins Business Park and sent 
flames leaping into the adjoining garden, 
where 45 canaries and six diamond doves, 
including 15 chicks were kept. 

Skeleton 

All of the birds were saved and Cobain 
has been hailed a hero by his father for 
jumping into action. 

Police are not treating the fire, which 


broke out at 4pm last Thursday, as suspi¬ 
cious. 

Lee Page, spokesman for West Midlands 
Police, said: “Officers attended the scene 
and found nothing to suggest arson was 
involved.” 

Fire crews from attended the blaze. West 
Midlands Fire Service had operated with a 
skeleton staff due to a 24-hour strike. 

As a result of the dispute there were just

they attended was a telegraph pole fire in 
Stourbridge and a fuel spillage in Tipton.

“In this instance, more 
could have been done over 
the bank holiday weekend 
to maintain contact with 
Mrs Greenhill’s family.” 

At her inquest, Mr Green- 
hill told of the family’s dis¬ 
tress when they realised his 
wife of 41 years had been 
left on her own over the 
Bank Holiday weekend,. He 
said it had been like ‘griev¬ 
ing for her twice’.

Jail for shop boss in 
£40k benefits fraud 


A SHOP owner has been jailed for 42 weeks, 
after he and his partner swindled more than 
£40,000 in benefits. 

Jiwan Singh, who owns a shop on Bloxwich Road 
in Walsall, was locked up for his part in the con 
which saw his partner claim she was a single parent. 
The 47-year-old had a total of £44,224.59 paid into 


his bank account. 

Meanwhile account while 
his partner, Sandeep Kaur, 
was falsely claiming the 
funds through income sup¬ 
port, housing benefit and 
council tax benefit. 

Kaur, from Dora Road in 
West Bromwich, was handed 
the same 42-week sentence 
butthe judge suspended her 
term for two years. 

But the two will not be re¬ 
quired to pay anything back 
to the state, as they have no 
‘discernible assets’. 

During a hearing at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
last Thursday, prosecuting 
barrister Miss Cathlyn Or¬ 
chard said 35-year-old Kaur 
had been properly claiming 
income support from May 
2005, as she was a lone par¬ 
ent with two children. 

But the fraud started in 
2007 when she started a re¬ 
lationship with Singh, who 
lives at the same address 
as his shop. Miss Orchard 
said: “In March of that year 
he was making a mortgage 
application for a property in 
Freda Road, West Bromwich 
in which he describes her 
as his wife. “In September 
2007 she submitted a claim

for housing and council tax 
benefit, again describing 
herself a a lone parent with 
two dependent children. She 
gives her address as Dora 
Road in West Bromwich 
and identifies Jiwan Singh 
as the owner of that address 
and her landlord.” 

Benefits officers then 
asked for more details about 
her tenancy, and she gave 
them a false agreement 
document signed by herself 
and Singh, posing as her 
landlord. He had in fact 
purchased the property on 
September 14, and the in¬ 
tention was that they would 
live there as husband and 
wife. Then, on March 11 
2009, the pair had a child 
together. That was not de¬ 
clared, as it would have 
affected her housing and 
council tax benefit. 

Mr Christopher Rodwell, 
representing Singh, did not 
accept that he had a leading 
role in the fraud. He added: 
“He did the right thing and 
pleaded guilty eventually.” 

The two had both previ¬ 
ously pleaded guilty.

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build a 120ft 
advertising hoarding next to a busy stretch 
of the M6 have been withdrawn.

Regeneration efforts lead to top award

A HOUSING association that has been 
behind a major regeneration in one of the 
most run-down areas of a town has won a 
prestigious award. 

Residents and staff from the Lyng Com¬ 
munity Association beat off stiff competi¬ 
tion to claim the Best Regeneration Scheme 
title in the prestigious annual Housing Ex¬ 
cellence Awards. 

The West Bromwich estate has seen 
major change and vast improvements 
thanks to the work of residents working in 
partnership with Sandwell Council’s plan¬ 
ning and housing teams as well as Barratt 


Homes who were chosen as the preferred 
developer of the scheme. 

Since a group of pioneering local people 
fought for the regeneration of the run-down 
Lyng estate and set up the Lyng Commu¬ 
nity Association, a multi-million pound 
scheme has seen the original 1960s proper¬ 
ties demolished and replaced by 200 new- 
build affordable homes, as well as 250 for 
private sale. 

The project replaced decaying mai¬ 
sonettes, flats, tunnel walkways and 
underground car parks with modern ener¬ 
gy-efficient homes, complete with gardens, 


as well as bespoke two-bedroom flats. The 
regeneration work began in 1999 and the 
process has included extensive master plan¬ 
ning work where Sandwell Council worked 
closely with Barratt Homes and the Lyng 
Community Association to ensure the long¬ 
term sustainability of new housing and its 
contribution to the wider regeneration of 
West Bromwich. 

LCA Chair Wendy Bodenham, who has 
been involved in the project since the start, 
said: “It’s fantastic to receive such high-pro¬ 
file recognition for the hard work that many 
of us have put in over the years.”

It also has two dance stu¬ 
dios and activity rooms, an 
indoor children’s adventure 
play centre and a cafe.

Fire station day 

ONE of the Black Coun¬ 
try’s main fire stations 
is opening its doors next 
month. Dudley Fire Sta¬ 
tion, in Burton Road, hosts 
an open day for all the fam¬ 
ily on Saturday, July 5, be¬ 
tween noon and 4pm. 
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WHEN David Cameron didn’t 
quite win the last General Elec¬ 
tion he distanced himself from 
one of Margaret Thatcher’s fa¬ 
mous lines: “There is no such 
thing (as society).” 

He concluded there was such 
a thing, but that it wasn’t the 
same as the state. What he set 
out to create with his ‘big socie¬ 
ty’ project was a way of encour¬ 
aging people to play an active 
part in the community and make 
it easier to run a charity or volun¬ 
tary organisation. 

Four years on and it’s not a 
buzz phrase you hear a fat lot - 
not, at least, as often as you hear 
‘bedroom tax’ or ‘help to buy’ or 
even ‘regional growth fund’. 

But it’s still there in the back¬ 
ground. It didn’t come into play 
when Tory councillors in Staf¬ 
fordshire started discussing the 
sacred cows that are libraries, 
even though it fits their propos¬ 
als to use volunteers. 

In Wolverhampton, a Labour 
plan to scale back opening 
hours and recruit an army of vol¬ 
unteers was met with a wave of 
petitions and protests. 

Half the battle, I always 
thought, was in a name. Every¬ 
one knows what a library is. It’s 
a place with lots of books where 
pre-schoolers can go and have 
story time and sing The Wheels 
On The Bus and where grown¬ 
ups can get on the internet. A 
community hub was something 
else no-one had ever heard of. 

So Staffordshire has at least 
been savvy enough to use the 
word ‘library’ in the plan its 
councillors haven’t quite yet 
unveiled. They’re going to be 
known as ‘library core’, ‘library 
local’ and ‘library extra’. 

Key to making sure librar¬ 
ies are open will be moving 
away from the ‘one size fits 
all approach’. And that means 
the public will have to step in 
and volunteer. In a climate of 
squeezed public spending, cou¬ 
pled with increased demand for 
services from an ageing popu¬ 
lation and looked after children, 
it’s no longer enough to just say 
‘use it or lose it’. 

Now, if you want to keep 
something going you have to 
offer to run it as well. The big 
society is based on the idea of 
people wanting to volunteer their 
time to help out. 

But at the same time, if the 
government’s figures are to be 
believed, there are millions more 
people in private sector employ¬ 
ment than when the Coalition 
came to office. I barely have the 
time to read novels as it is, let 
alone run a library. 

I’d love to believe there are 
so many people out there who 
have the time and the inclination 
to save their libraries from dwin¬ 
dling stocks of books and short¬ 
er opening hours. 

I certainly don’t criticise the 
county council for asking if 
there’s anyone out there pre¬ 
pared to do it. I’m just a little 
worried what might happen if the 
answer is no.

JUST back from a few days in 
Weymouth, almost 35 years to 
the day since my first visit to the 
Dorset seaside town. 

I’ve always loved Weymouth. 
Somehow it has managed to 
remain the quintessential British 
seaside town without too much 
of the Kiss-me-Quick excesses 
which have taken over many of 
our other resorts. 

Returning after all these years, 
it is good to see that things 
have not changed too much. 
Of course, most of the changes 
that have taken place are for the 
worse - the ugly tourist infor¬ 
mation centre on the seafront, 
the proliferation of tea huts on 
the beach, the confusing road 
changes. But, for all this, it is still 
essentially the same old place 
that it always was, from the sand 
sculptures and Punch and Judy 
shows, to the sun-kissed joys of 
the harbour. 

But one thing I have learned 
during the short break is that 
I now have a burning hatred of 
pedalos. When I first went to 
Weymouth in 1979, one of the 
greatest joys was hiring a float.

You walked up to the ki¬ 
osk a mere mortal, you returned 
a seafaring hero. Ok, there might 
be a bit of hyperbole going on 
there, but you get my drift. 

Anyway, the floats are long 
gone, to be replaced by the 
hateful pedalos. Flabby, tat¬ 
tooed teenagers, racing these 
stupid vessels at breakneck 
speed, mowing down anybody 
who stands in their way. And 
they make an annoying clicking 
sound. 

Pedalo-users are the maritime 
equivalent of the militant cycling 
fraternity, those Lycra-clad ur¬ 
ban terrorists who have turned 
our pavements into no-go areas. 

We keep being told there is 
an obesity epidemic among the 
youngsters, but is this really a 
surprise when they cannot even 
manage to row their own rafts in 
the sea?

A towering training 
boost for fire crews 


TOM MASON talks to fire 
service chiefs behind a 
newly-opened £600,000 
training facility in Oldbury 

FIREFIGHTER training has hit 
new heights in the Black Coun¬ 
try - with this purpose-built six 
storey tower block. 

The £600,000 high-rise training 
facility at Oldbury Fire Station is 
believed to be the first of its kind in 
the world. 

At 60ft tall the structure is being used 
by West Midlands Fire Service to train 
around 1,200 firefighters to tackle fero¬ 
cious fires in tower blocks and offices. 

It has been built from 18 metal ship¬ 
ping containers that have been specially 
designed to resemble the inside of a flat 
or open office space and then inter-locked 
together. They include two complete 
stairwells, windows, ventilation systems 
and a reception room. 

The design allows fire crews and inci¬ 
dent commanders to understand fires in 
multi-storey structures and is set up in a 
way that allows them to control the flow 
of air, smoke and even wind speeds with 
fans replicating the 25 mph cross winds 
experienced at the top of an office block. 

Phil Hales, Deputy Chief Fire officer 
for the West Midlands, said: “The main 
purpose of our new facility is to train 
our firefighters safely, to provide a risk- 
based, assertive and safe emergency re¬ 
sponse to people who live and work in 
tower blocks throughout the West Mid¬ 
lands.” 

In the last three years the service has 
had to deal with nearly 1,200 fires in 
high rise buildings, causing four deaths 
and injuring more than 200 people. 

The centre, which is based at Oldbury 
Fire Station on Junction 2 of the M5, has 
taken four years to become a reality. 

It has been constructed with the help

of Dutch company HAAGEN, the lead¬ 
ing manufacturer of fire training tools 
used worldwide. 

The building has been specially-de¬ 
signed to simulate real conditions they 
might find in a fire and includes smaller 
rooms than most traditional training 
facilities. 

Jac Haagen, founder and director for 
the firm, said: “We are very excited to 
have designed, engineered and built 
this unique high-rise facility for West 
Midlands Fire Service. 

“This State-of-the-art training fa¬ 


cility will provide the highest quality 
training to firefighters in the UK and 
will provide firefighting specialists with 
the knowledge that they need to ad¬ 
vance the field of ventilation training.” 

Firefighters entering the building 
have to access the separate floors via 
separate staircases or a lift shaft before 
entering smoke-filled corridors and 
rooms where the temperature can reach 
up to 500 degrees Fahrenheit. 

They are then required to tackle fire 
in small pitch black rooms carrying all 
their equipment that includes an 18 


kg air tank, hoses and thermal imaging 
equipment used to find hot spots in the 
disorienting chaos of a fire. 

The building also has hose connectors 
found in most tower blocks that can 
have their water pressure reduced to 
simulate what might take place in tall 
buildings. 

Group Commander, Jason Campbell, 
responsible for operational training de¬ 
livery at WMFS, said: “High-rise fires 
can be very complex incidents, and we 
have very stringent procedures for deal¬ 
ing with them. The new facility will let 
us replicate fire conditions, just like a 
real flat or open plan office, but in a con¬ 
trolled and safe environment. 

“Firefighters will use the building to 
learn the best ways to get in, out and 
around a high-rise, how best to evacuate 
and rescue people, and how to get water 
to the fire itself. Built in fans will allow 
us to introduce wind speeds of up to 25 
mph, and we’ll be able to push smoke 
and fire gases around the building.” 

Modular 

The idea for the project originated like 
many good ideas - over a pint of beer. 

Dave Payton, a Breathing Apparatus 
Instructor and Watch Commander for 
the service, was enjoying a nice evening 
at a pub near to the Fire Service College 
in Moreton-in- Marsh when he spotted a 
giant Jenga set of building blocks, that 
got him thinking about how they could 
create a new training facility using a 
modular construction of shipping con¬ 
tainers. 

He said: “I spoke to a few people who 
thought my idea could be turned into re¬ 
ality. It has taken us four years for us to 
get to the point that we are at now and 
it’s nice to see it finally completed. 

“When I first started, it was about 
smashing down doors and spraying a 
bit of water on the fire, but things have 
moved on and now we look at ways of 
managing ventilation and controlling 
and containing a fire. This building 
helps us train for those situations.”

Vouchers to 
help with 
uniforms 
may finish 


A SCHOOL clothing allowance which helps 
some of the poorest families in Sandwell pay 
for uniforms could be scrapped as part of 
budget cuts. 

Sandwell Council is looking at either reducing or 
withdrawing the funding for the scheme in 2015/16 
in a bid to make savings. Between September 2013 
and April 2014, a total of 2,622 pupils have received 


school clothing vouchers. 

The total cost of this pro¬ 
vision has been £62,000. 

The allowance is available 
to parents on a low income, 
who would be entitled to 
free school meals, to help 
towards the purchase of 
school clothing. The vouch¬ 
ers can be used when pupils 
are starting school for the 
first time or are transferring 
to, or in, secondary school. 
Families can apply for cash 
grants of £25 for pupils in 
years 7 to 11 and £20 for 
reception year pupils under 
the scheme. 

A report, which went be¬ 
fore Councillor Simon Hack- 
ett, cabinet member for 
children’s services, said that 
the scheme would continue 
to be available for parents in 
the 2014/15 financial year, 
which runs until next April.

But the scheme will be 
reviewed later this year as 
part of the budget proposals 
when a public consultation 
with parents will take place. 

The report says: “Pro¬ 
posals have been included 
in the budget strategy for 
the reduction or withdrawal 
of funding for Sandwell’s 
school clothing allowance in 
2015/16. If this is the case, 
appropriate consultations 
with those affected will be 
conducted.” 

A further report will go 
before Councillor Hackett 
later this year when the 
public consultation is ex¬ 
pected to be agreed. 

Families may qualify for 
the clothing allowance if 
their annual income is less 
than £16,190. 


Right royal treatment 
for Tommy with party

VETERAN Black Country comedian Tommy Mundon was 
disappointed when he had to decline an invitation to at¬ 
tend a royal garden party at Buckingham Palace because 
he was unwell. 

But the 80-year-old, who has Parkinson’s disease, was 
pleasantly surprised when staff at Mary Stevens Hospice in 
Stourbridge, where he attends a day therapy session once a 
week, decided to hold one in his honour.

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Town hero Den was the 
first casualty of D-Day 


HE is a hero in every sense 
of the word, selflessly giving 
his life so that millions more 
could be saved. 

Smethwick’s Lieutenant Her¬ 
bert Denham ‘Den’ Brotheridge 
will forever be remembered as the 
first casualty of D-Day. 

A promising sportsman, Lt Broth¬ 
eridge was expected to have a profes¬ 
sional football career after the Second 
World War, but in the early hours of 
June 6, 1944, he found himself thou¬ 
sands of feet over the small French 
town of Caen. 

Lt Brotheridge, a 29-year-old Smeth¬ 
wick weights and measures inspector, 
was in one of three huge Horsa glid¬ 
ers containing soldiers of the Oxford 
and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry, 
affectionately known as the Ox and 
Bucks. 

Their mission was to take Pegasus 
Bridge, a key strategic point over the 
Caen Canal, ahead of the large-scale 
invasion due to land on the beaches of 
Normandy later that day. At precisely 
16 minutes past midnight, Lt Broth¬ 
eridge and the coup de main force 
under his command storm the bridge. 
But, as he led his platoon to a swift vic¬ 
tory, he was shot in the neck. 

Just 15 minutes after they landed 
the code signal ‘Ham and Jam’ was 
being broadcast back to Britain to say 
Pegasus Bridge and the neighbouring 
Gondree Cafe were captured - the first 
part of occupied France to be taken on 

Bu^Lt Brotheridge, whose wife was 
expecting their first baby, died a short 
while after he received his injury, earn¬ 
ing him the sad and unfortunate label 
of the first Allied soldier to be killed 
on D-Day, the first of many thousands. 
His daughter Margaret, who now lives 
in Devon, was born several days later. 

Lt Brotheridge’s body now lies in 
the War Cemetery in Ranville church-

A sheltered wartime 
life is remembered

HISTORY is being brought to life for schoolchildren with 
a newly-built bomb shelter being used to teach youngsters 
about the Second World War. 

Pupils at St James’s Primary School in Wollaston have 
taken a step back in time with the help of Black Country 
artist, Luke Perry. The 30-year-old artist, who constructs 
sculptures and artworks out of metal at his factory in Cra- 
dley Heath, has built a replica Anderson shelter, similar 
to those used to protect families throughout the country. 

The artist used actual instructions and accounts to con¬ 
struct his shelter. The father-of-one said: “I have worked 
with the school a couple of times in the past and they asked 
me to create the shelter so that it could be used as a cat¬ 
alyst for storytelling. I looked at instructions on how to 
build them that still exist and altered them slightly to make 
the structure safer. The first thing that I noticed when we 
completed it was just how safe you feel inside.” 

The shelter took three days to build and required the 
Black Country artist to bend six sheets of corrugated tin, 
cut more than a hundred yards of wood to length and dig 
out more than four tons of dirt. The Anderson shelter was 
first designed in 1938 and named after Sir John Anderson, 
the politician responsible for organising protection against 
air raids. The school now intends to grow vegetables on 
the roof of the shelter as many families did during the war.

Designs on fighting

POLICE have gone back to 
the drawing board in the fight 
against crime in the West 
Midlands. 

A team of specialist Crime Pre¬ 
vention Design Advisers are help¬ 
ing architects and developers to 
ensure security is built into new 
buildings, reducing crime. 

The officers have had to think like 
criminals in a bid to pinpoint potential 
weaknesses in planning applications 
that could be exploited by crooks. 
Then they suggest ways of closing the 


loopholes before the structural flaws 
have been set in stone and it is too late 
to change. Figures suggest the Secure 
By Design scheme can make massive 
cuts in crime. 

Pc Gareth Pemberton, a beat bobby 
for 17 years before moving to the de¬ 
partment, explained: “I look at the 
layout of a proposed new development 
and consider how the crooks are likely 
to act, identify any weak points that 
could be exploited and what design 
changes would remove or reduce those 
problems. 

“It can be anything from the layout 
of the building, positioning of CCTV 


and car parking, through to smaller 
details like window and door locks. I 
might also advise on the positioning of 
the reception, safes or panic buttons in 
hotels to ensure staff had time to react 
and protect themselves and customers 
if there was an attempted armed raid.” 

The 47-year-old father of two who 
lives in Birmingham and also meets 
victims of crime and gives talks on 
crime prevention. He has checked 
163 planning applications so far this 
year ranging from flats and student 
accommodation blocks through a fit¬ 
ness centre to the installation of ATM 
machines.

IMP Adrian's family pride as story 
of First World War sailor is told 


THINK of the First World War and 
muddy trenches and cratered 
battlefields immediately spring 
to mind. 

But an exhibition of items belonging 
to a sailor is shedding new light on one 
of the conflict’s biggest naval battles. 

Able seaman Bill Bayliss is the grandfa¬ 
ther of West Bromwich MP Adrian Bailey, 
who has donated his relative’s uniforms, 
medals and rare naval documents to a Tip- 
ton Library. 

Items now on display include his sailor’s 
hat, a full service record and hatbands from 
the ships on which he served, including 
HMS Vivid and HMS Conqueror. 

Family postcards and birthday cards 
from Adrian’s grandmother to his grandfa¬ 
ther and a picture of HMS Orion are also 
included in the display, alongside four med¬ 
als including the 1914 Star, the British War 
Medal, the Victory Medal and the Long Ser¬ 
vice Medal to the Naval Reserve. 

Able seaman Bayliss came from Winch-

combe in the Cotswolds and served on 
nearly 20 ships during his long naval career. 
But it was his time on the HMS Orion that 
would see him facing off against a fleet of 99 
German ships in the Battle of Jutland - the 
largest naval battle of the First World War. 

The German fleet hoped that by manoeu¬ 
vring their ships off the coast of Denmark, 
they could lure the British and separate 
them to destroy a large part of the fleet. 
They hoped to break the British blockade 
in the North Sea, while Britain hoped to 
smash the German Navy with a head-on 
assault. 

During the battle, the dreadnought HMS 
Orion fired more than 50 shells from its 
main guns, scoring four hits on the German 
battleship the SMS Liitzow. 

This helped sink the ship, which earlier 
in the battle had damaged the battlecruiser 


HMS Lion - one of the flagships of the Brit¬ 
ish fleet. In total, the British Navy lost 14 
ships and more than 6,000 sailors during 
the battle, while Germany lost 11 ships and 
2,551 crew. 

Both sides declared the battle a victory, 
though neither achieved the aims they had 
set out to complete. 

Mr Bailey said: “My grandfather signed 
up in 1908 to avoid the poverty of his rural 
upbringing and was already a serving sea¬ 
man when the war broke out. In some ways 
he was lucky because he managed to avoid 
being sent to the trenches. I have been fas¬ 
cinated by this collection which I am de¬ 
lighted has remained in my family.” 

Former auctioneer Mr Bailey saved the 
collection from being sold off when items 
belonging to his grandmother Pamela went 
up for sale at his own auction house. “I was 
asked by my family to sell off my grand¬ 
ma’s items, but when the sale came up I 
had someone in the audience bidding for 
me,” said the Labour MP and keen amateur 
historian. Since then the items have sat in 


my loft, but with the centenary of the First 
World War coming up I thought that they 
should be displayed for the public to see.” 

Following his time in the Navy, Mr Bai¬ 
ley’s grandfather returned to his home in 
the Cotswolds and continued to raise his 
family but like most people in rural com¬ 
munities, he struggled to find work. “The 
real hero of the story was my grandma, she 
raised her children during the poverty of 
the 1920s and 1930s,” said Mr Bailey. 

Bill and Pamela married just 12 days 
after the Battle of Jutland, while Bill was 
on shore leave following the battle and they 
lived together up until his death aged 60 in 
1952. 

Robert Hazel, library manager, said: “We 
already have an extensive First World War 
collection which demonstrates the hard¬ 
ships of life for the people of Tipton during 
the First World War. I know these addi¬ 
tional contributions from Adrian will be 
greatly welcomed.’’The items currently on 
loan to the library in Unity Walk will be on 
display until the end of the summer.

The MP for West Bromwich East, who served 
under Mr Blair as a junior defence minister, before 
resigning over calls for him to quit as Prime Min¬ 
ister, said his former boss had been wrong to urge 
military intervention in Iraq this week. 


Mr Blair wants western 
government to consider mil¬ 
itary options short of troops 
on the ground after Islamic 
militants’ massacre of sol¬ 
diers. 

Mr Watson said: “It is far 
too early to get into con¬ 
versation about what the 
military response to events 
in Iraq should be. It is un¬ 
wise for Tony Blair to pre¬ 
maturely call for military 
intervention.” 

Meanwhile David Winn- 
ick, MP for Walsall North, 
said the debate was getting 
lost amid a re-run of the ar¬ 
guments for and against Mr 
Blair’s decision to go to war 
with Iraq in 2003. 

“Both sides, those like 
Tony Blair who argue that 
the invasion is not respon¬ 
sible for what’s happening 
and those opponents who 
say everything is down to 
2003, have been far too sim¬ 
plistic,” he said. 

“Had we known there 
were no weapons of mass 
destruction, I would have 
almost certainly voted 
against. The real need now 
is for the government in 
Iraq to be non-sectarian 
and unite people - Sunni 
and Shia alike - against the 
terrorists who are carrying

out such bloody atrocities. 
And we have to recognise 
that no government there 
can succeed if it’s only con¬ 
cerned with one group, such 
as the elite group of Sunnis 
Saddam represented or the 
Shia who are seen to be rep¬ 
resented by the current gov¬ 
ernment.” 

Tory MPs urged the Gov¬ 
ernment to offer advice and 
support to Iraq. Paul Uppal, 
MP for Wolverhampton 
South West, said: “Where 
things fell down after the 
invasion was in terms of 
succession planning.” 

And Margot James, 
Conservative MP for 
Stourbridge, said: “The 
Government should do 
everything its power to sup¬ 
port Iraq, short of troops on 
the ground.” 

But MPs do not want to 
see armed forces go into 
Iraq. Gavin Williamson, 
MP for South Staffordshire, 
said: “I’m incredibly con¬ 
cerned about the situation. 
It’s been left to the elected 
leaders and their own armed 
forces. It’s important we do 
everything we can to relieve 
the humanitarian suffer¬ 
ing.”

Pete, putting people 
with diabetes first 


NHS HEROES 

ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes 
from a wide variety of back¬ 
grounds, doing a wide variety of 
jobs, in one of the Black Coun¬ 
try’s largest NHS organisations - 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust. It employs 
7,500 people, many of whom live 
locally. Last year, the trust saw 
a patient on a face-to-face basis 
one and a half million times. This 
week we highlight: 

DR PETE DAVIES - Clinical 
service lead for diabetes endo¬ 
crinology and kidney disease 



DIABETES affects many peo¬ 
ple nationally, and closer to 
home in the Sandwell area. 

One clinician who is dedicated 
to helping patients manage the 
condition while pulling the NHS 
into the digital era is consultant 
Dr Pete Davies, clinical service 
lead for diabetes endocrinology 
and kidney disease at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust. 

Pete, aged 49, from Moseley, ex¬ 
plained: “My own special interests in 
diabetes care are foot disease, insulin 
pump treatment, young adults with 
diabetes and looking after in patients 
with diabetes. I also lead an endocrine 
clinic looking after people with thyroid 
disease and a host of other problems. 

“My other major interest is called 
health informatics, this means using 
Digital Healthcare tools to make for 
safer and more efficient services for 
our patients.” 

Pete, originally from Swansea, chose 
to work with diabetes patients after 
being inspired by his bosses while he 
was a medical student. Since then he 
has been developing strong working 
relationships with his patients. 

He said: “My title is doctor, but I’ve 
always been comfortable with patients 
calling me Pete. In my line, it is not 
unusual to develop long-term profes¬ 
sional relationships with my patients, 
so we get to know each other very well. 

“I am driven by the belief that by 
working together with local people and 
the patients we serve, the NHS can be 
stronger and safer. 

“This won’t happen because of any 
kind of incentive scheme, inspection 
system, or threat. We must be a part 
of a social movement that takes the 


best of our NHS and makes it work 
for patients even better in the future.” 
Pete is working on a wide range of pro¬ 
jects to improve the care of his patients 
including working with primary care 
services and GPs so that diabetes pa¬ 
tients can get what they need without 
coming to hospital as often. 

This includes establishing text mes¬ 
sage based reminders, and video con¬ 
sultations through Skype. He is also 
working with local wellbeing groups 
to provide emotional support for pa¬ 
tients. 

A highlight of Pete’s 16 years as a 
consultant was in working with local 
people with diabetes to hold the second 
largest “Living with Diabetes” event 
in the UK in 2010 where 250 people 
attended. Pete’s next big challenge is 
to use technology to help improve hos¬ 
pital systems. 

He said: “I would love to use my 


health informatics skills to bring tools 
like safer electronic-prescribing to our 
hospitals. This could go a long way to¬ 
wards reducing errors in insulin pre¬ 
scribing for example. 

“Computerised systems within hos¬ 
pitals have been an enormous chal¬ 
lenge in the past. There is now a real 
will to make this work better than 
before.” Away from work, Pete enjoys 
cycling, astronomy and photography. 
He also spends time with his wife and 
three teenage children and visiting his 
Welsh roots. 

Pete’s hero is the American poet and 
writer Maya Angelou and his favour¬ 
ite quote of hers is a reflection of how 
Pete treats his patients: “They will 
forget what you said; they will forget 
what you did but they will never forget 
how you made them feel.” A prolific 
‘tweeter’ you can follow Pete Davies 
on Twitter @swelldiabetes.

Also they think it’s unhygienic, but 
if you go into a vintage shop and 
something is really stained, or it 
smells, don’t buy it. 

It doesn’t mean that it’s all like 
that.” She adds: ‘Another thing that 
put people off was all the 
rummaging. 

What’s great about the high street 
is that you can go out in your lunch 
hour and buy a red dress in your 
size and everything’s very easy. 

“But if you put the time in to buy 


the right stuff, your wardrobe is 
going to be full or stuff that you 
love, and getting dressed is going 
to be less stressful each day.” 

The first person Dawn tries to 
convert is Bristol girl Chevonne, 
who refuses to shop anywhere 
other than the high street, but 
admits she’s tired of looking the 
same as every one else. 

Can she be convinced that 
buying vintage will help her find her 
own unique look? 

Well, at least Dawn can use 
herself as an example of the 
transforming power of vintage. She 
says: “I couldn’t keep up with 
trends, I couldn’t really be 
fashionable.

Widely acclaimed both for its on-road performance, as 
well as its sublime track handling, the Cup chassis with 
limited slip differential comes as standard with the Megane 
Renaultsport 275 Trophy.

The pricing for Citroen’s new Relay range 
has just been released ready for its July 1, 
£ on sale’ date. 

New Citroen Relay panel vans are priced from just 
£19,405 plus VAT for the lead-in Relay 30 LI HI HDi 
110 six-speed manual. That is only £545 plus VAT 
more than its predecessor, with the addition of fea¬ 
tures that would have added over £600 plus VAT to 
the price of the previous model. 

Also, the expanded and even better equipped 14-version 
range of new Relay Enterprise vans now cost only £800 plus 
VAT (previously £900 plus VAT) more than the standard Re¬ 
lay panel van.

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Drop-top 
from Audi 
is a breath 
of fresh air

With the sun finally thinking about showing 
its face, can Audi’s drop-top A3 emulate its 
tin-top cousin when it comes to winning the 
hearts, minds and chequebooks of prospec¬ 
tive buyers? 

That’s the plan over the coming months, to see if the A3 
Cabriolet can deliver on the important elements of compact 
hatch motoring - easy to drive and park, prove frugal at the 
pumps - while adding a ray of sunshine to the ownership 
experience once the roof is down. 

The omens are promising: a white car with a black fab¬ 
ric roof couldn’t offer a more contrasting appearance if it 
tried. If I can’t get into the ‘summer groove’ with this pearly 
bright combination, there’s no hope for my ambitions as a 
sun worshipper. 

Being a Sport specification A3, it boasts a slightly low¬ 
er ride height and firmer suspension set-up than the low¬ 
er spec SE. I’ve been here before with a regular A3 hatch 
and this combination is better than it sounds. That the car’s 
optional 18in wheels (default is 17in) also don’t appear to 
hamper the ride quality is proof that Audi has come along 
way in recent years when it comes to balancing a sporty ride 
with day-to-day comfort. 

Lift the car’s fabric lid and, with a few exceptions, this car’s 
like the regular three-door A3 so forgive the whistle-stop tour 
in favour of focusing on said fabric lid. 

Insulation 

One particular benefit of Sport spec ownership is a 
three-layer roof boasting a greater level of insulation over 
the standard item on lesser models. Certainly, with the roof 
up the cabin ambience is suitably refined, although nothing 
short of a metal folding roof will come close to a genuine 
tin-top experience, whatever the car. 

Of greater importance is the usability angle, and it doesn’t 
get any easier than pressing the roof switch for 17 seconds 
and watching the top disappear into a dedicated space 
above the car’s boot. That you can raise and lower the roof 
at up to 31mph is a welcome bonus, although installing the 
(optional) wind deflector does render the rear seats out of 
bounds. Rear leg space is modest at best though, so it’s 
no great loss. 

On a more positive refinement note, engine choice is Au¬ 
di’s new 1.4-litre petrol unit complete with ‘Cylinder on De¬ 
mand’ mode. This 140 horsepower unit is pleasingly quiet 
and delivers ample urge so long as expectations are sensi¬ 
ble. However, to boost economy and reduce emissions, on 
a light throttle two of the four cylinders will shut down. 

If it wasn’t for the trip computer display alerting you to this 
‘twin-pot’ running mode you’d struggle to notice, although 
those with keen senses will detect a slightly off-beat engine 
resonance. 

And it’s no gimmick; the instant fuel economy readout 
often jumps to 100-plus mpg around town, with the result 
that early running has seen close to 50mpg on a 30-minute 
mixed-road run. 

If that’s not hi-tech enough to impress, I’ve also got Audi’s 
hi-spec optional infotainment system to play with. 

This car summed up in a single word: Summery.

Baggies technical director 
Burton said: “We understand some people 
are disappointed but let me tell you who’s 
more disappointed: The Everton people 
who know him. 

“People there from the chairman to the 
manager Roberto Martinez and everyone at 
that club are so disappointed to that Alan 
is leaving. 

“And why is that? Do they like his smile 
or the colour of his eyes? No, it’s because 
he’s a good football man and he’s done 


things at one of the most progressive foot¬ 
ball clubs in the country. 

“Young players who were working under 
him will see their opportunity gone. 

“We’ve got a fantastic coach and I recog¬ 
nise what makes a good coach and this guy 
is a top coach.” 

Burton believes Irvine could transform 
the club in the same way as Rodgers did at 
Swansea and Liverpool. 

“What do you think people said about 
Brendan Rodgers when he went to Swan¬ 
sea?” he said. 

“He was youth-team coach at Chel¬ 


sea and had just been sacked by Reading. 
Surely he couldn’t be any good? 

“I think people are talking differently 
about him now. 

“Arsene Wenger came from Japan and 
the two clubs he managed in France he’d 
had the sack from. I think he’s done OK.” 

Burton added: “The process we went 
through was to identify a head coach and 
one of the priorities the candidate had to 
show was that they were a very good coach 
who had some experience in management, 
but much longer-term experience as a 
coach, and that’s what Alan has.” 


IESC0TT EYES UP 
MOVE TO ALBION 


ALBION were in pole position to hi¬ 
jack the Premier League scramble to 
sign central defender Joleon Lescott. 

The 31-year-old former Wolves favourite, 
looking for a new club at the end of his ti¬ 
tle-winning Manchester City career, is also 
wanted by Hull City and Stoke.

And Lescott’s prefer¬ 
ence for Albion has been 
influenced by Irvine’s sur¬ 
prise arrival having been 
impressed by his coaching 
during his three-year stint 
at Everton. 

There are other links lur¬ 
ing Lescott to Albion where 
assistant manager Keith 
Downing was his former 
youth coach at Molineux 
and Rob Kelly - who Irvine 
is bringing in as an addi¬ 
tion to the staff - is also a 
former coach of his. Lescott

was worried about a possi¬ 
ble negative response from 
Albion supporters because 
of his Molineux background 
but both the player and club 
hope the eight years that 
have elapsed since he left 
Wolves will soften any re¬ 
sistance. 

And it promises to be an 
important signing for Ir¬ 
vine and Albion after such a 
hotly-disputed appointment 
in which fears about such 
a low-profile management 
team attracting big name 
players have been one of the 
criticisms. 

ome fans are organising a 
protest against his appoint¬ 
ment and chairman Jeremy 
Peace for Saturday.
